Clean Furrow is by no Means Lost 


First Plowing Match to be Held’ in Vermilion District Proves ® | council, the commissioners will have 


Distinct Success, Judging From Friendly Rivalry And Enthui- 
asm Shown—Decision to Make The Contest an Annual Affair— 


List of Prize Winners 


Judging from tie friendly rivalry 
and enthusiasm shown, and {the class 
of work done at the plowing match 
‘ield on the provincial demonstration 
farm at Vermilion under the auspices 
of the local agricultural society, on 
Wednesday, the art of cutting a clean 
furrow and guiding a plow is [by no 
means lost. This was the first plow- 
ing match tio ibe held in tae district 
and the second event of it's kind to 
be held in ithe province. Owing to 
the heavy rains on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday morning several of the farmers 
who had intended to compete did not 


come out and only eight plowmen ac- | 


tually took part in the competition. 
Approximately a .hundred farmers 
from the surrounding district atténd- 
ed the match, 

Both iin attendance and in the class 
of work done the plowing match com- 
pares favorably with any of the local 
matches held in Manitoba waere plow- 
{ng matches have been ‘held for the 
last twenty-five years, F. IF. Parkin- 
son of Edgerton who did the judging 
and who has {been competing and 
judging at the larger plowizg matches 
held in ‘Western Canada for the last 
ten years and ‘aeld the championship 
at Roland, ‘Manitoba, for three years 
in succession, says that ifor a first 
match considering the nature of the 
weather, the match was very good. 

The average attendance at the local 
plowing matches held in Manitoba is 
from ten to twelve outfits, and even 
at the Provincial match at Portage 
La Prairie, ‘aeld under ‘the joint aus- 
pices of \the (Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture and Ithe Plowing Matea 
association, which wag formed some 
twenty-five years ago, and is the larg- 
est plowing match in the West, there 
are rarely more 
teams in competition. 

Many Prizes Offered, 


Although prizes were offered to men 
{in four classes ‘besides five special 
prizes, and prizes offered for boys in 
three ‘classes, no boys competed, and 
there was no competition in tae fourth 
class calling for twelve inc) gang 
plows. Three types of plows were 
represented, fourteen-inch ‘walking 


plows, sixteen-inch eulkey plows, and | 


fourteen-inch gang plows. ‘The first 


prise in the open classes was $10; 2nd, 
| 


$8; 3rd, $6; and 4th, $5. 

The walking plows and sulkies wer. 
required to plow one half acre and 
the gang plows one acre of land, The 
Jand was thirty rods long. ‘The scor- 
Ing was on tthe samo /basig as the 
Manitoba provincial match. Out of 
a ‘possible hundred, 15 jpoin'ts twere al- 
loted to the crown, 15 for straighi- 
ness, 5 ifor in and out of ends, 15 ffor 
depth and nwvidth of furrow, /10 for 
evenesg of top land, 15 for finish, and

The competition called for plowing 
to be six inches or summerfallow 
depth. 

The plowmen showed some splendid 
work in making a uniform crown, The 
crown inoludes tie first five visible 
rounds, In striking out, two furrows 
were thrown out each way similar to 
a shailow finish with a ridge or strip 
{in the centre of about four inches, 
This ridge twas then ¢ut out. With 
the gang plows it was cut out wita 
the rear plow. The first furrow 
turned was then thrown fback into

This 
particular feat was exceptionally ‘well 
| Secomplished by most of Ithe competi- 
tors, 

Tittle Variation in Furrow, 

In striking out tae straightness of 
| the furrows made by some was very 
|good. In one or two instances the 
| furrow did“ not vary more than from 
two to four, incnes in ithe thirty rods, 
In the finish the eveness of the fur- 
row [before it was turned was also 
remarkable. Two plowmen in partic- 
ular-‘had a finish that would have been 
nard ito beat at any of the larger 
matches. One mistake however that 
was made |by some of tthe plowmen 
was to plow too deep for the finish 
leaving a deep finish furrow, 

To get the (proper depth and width 
was «he most difficult. The competi- 
tion called ffor six inches deep, and 
althouga bnost of the plowmen ‘were 
able to maintain a wniform depth 
most of them had difficulty in guaging 
the depth |properly. The tendency 
was to (plow ‘too deep. There was also 
a considerable diference in the width 
of the furrows, Some of the competi- 
tors were plowing slightly under 
width and some over |widta, In tthe 
walking and sulky plow class the ef- 
fects of underwidth or overwidth was 
not noticeable but with ¢he gang plows 
| Where one (plow ‘was cutting ‘wider 
than the other the top of the land was 
slightly uneven owing to the fact taat 
}one furrow was heavier than the 
| other. 

The covering of weeds pwas one of 
the most important points and was 
‘alloted (25 on the score card out of 
a possible 100. The tfield on (which 
the match was held had a fairly heavy 
growth of ‘buffalo bean from six to 
jelght inches tall and after the land 
|was plowed there was hardly a top

ling district. Although it ‘was not 
| known when tae work twas first start- 
ed whether it could ibe a success or 
| not the directors felt that it was up 
to someone to do the pioneers work, 
and as @ result of tthe interest that 
has been taken in this match have 
decided to make it an annual affair, 
and hope by next year to offer somo 
very attractive prizes. 

Al the farmers of tae district are 
very enthusiastic over the results of 
{the plowing match and it is the gen- 
eral opinion that already sne effects 
of holding a plowing ‘match in the 

istinct are apparent in tie nature of 
the work done on tthe farms, It re- 
quires practice to plow well and tuis 
practice must be had on tthe farme 
and as a result there has started a 
friendly rivalry among the farmers in 
the district to plow straighter, and do 
the work better. Another very tm- 
portant consideration is it’s educa- 
tional value. Before every match and 
at every match epecialists glve dem- 
onstrations in plowing and adjustment 
of plows, an¢# the farmers of the com- 
munity have tae opportunity to see 
for themselves first hand how to not 
only adjust a plow praperly hut the 
effects of using a plow properly ad- 
justed and to ‘yarn ‘the best methods 
of starting, finishing, ete,

Tie Pine Creek district is almost 
entirely English-speaking, [¢@r. Bibby, 
along with three or four others, hav- 
{ing homesteaded there 14 years ago. 
The quality of the soil very closely 
resembles that in the famous Clover 
Bar district, and who wao have gone 
Into tiat district express themselves 
as being exceedingly ‘well pleased 
with their choice, The country is pvell 
settled for at least 10 miles north of 
the (present railway and (Mr. ‘Bibby 
estimates that there are between 800 
and 1,000 people in the old Pine 
Creek district. 

In the town of 'Waskaineau itself 
there are four good stores, a lumber 
yard, elevator, livery stable and four 
implement agencies. Tere jis lalso a 
branch of the Standard Bank of 
Canada doing a wonderfully satisfac- 
tory business. Last year about 100,000 
bushels of grain were shipped out. 

Previous to the opening of th» rail- 
way these people had to drive, in the 
summed to Fort Saskatchewan by tne 
Victoria trail and in winter to La- 
mont, from 85 to 40 wiles, so that 
market conditions were not very satis- 
factory.

Mr. O’Connor has quit also, and 
again, and Commissioner Murdock 
is now the sole survivor on the 
board of commerce, While he says 
he is willing to stay with the 
ship he has no large hope of do- 
ing any good by it. The civil ser- 
viee commission, both he and Mr. 
O'Connor say, has. tied the board 
up by refusing to allow it enough 
clerical help. That sound strange, 
coming on the heels of a report 
that four thousand employees have 
heen added to the pay-roll of the 
Dominion since the armistice was 


signed. If the board of commerce 
has been skimped in the matter of 
stenographers and clerks and 
record-makers and  file-keepers 


end messengers and experts of all 
sorts it is apparently the only 
branch of the service that has been 
subjected to retrenchment in that 
direction. Pending an explana- 
tion from the civil service commis- 
sion, the public will be inclined to 
wonder why the board whose busi- 
ness is to regulate down the cost 
of living should be the one depart- 
ment that is refused sufficient 
help. The more so because the two 
commissioners, who seem to have 
agreed on little else, were both 
unanimous and emphatic in declar- 
ing in the annual report that the 
board had been crippled by the 
unwonted parsimony of the com- 
mission. If, as the charge amounts 
{o, the civil service commission has 
been blocking the way to any sort 
of effective action by the board, 
it is time for another and radical 
‘‘reform’’ in the civil service de- 
partment. 

Mr. O’Connor leaves just when 
the board is going through the 
motions of dcing something about 
sugar. Just what, nobody knows. 
It has started an investigation at 
Toronto, with the usual resound- 
ing volley of fhreats as fo the 
wrath that is to fall upon the evil 
doers. Not unnaturally the retire- 
iment of one of the members will 
be associated with the circum 
stance. Not the less because the 
board a few months ago declar- 
ed in a spirit of real or feigned 
impatience that it was getting no 
thanks for its efforts on behalf of 
an ungrateful public and proposed 
to leave the consumer for a while 
at the mercy of the refiners and le* 
him see how he would like that The 


result was that the consumer got! 


more sugar than he had got under 
the board’s regulative measures, 
and paid more for it. Then, after 
some weeks of inaction and witb 
no known reason of an unusual 
kind, the board suddenly resumed 
again the robes of authority and 
began to declare that the public 
were being profiteered from one 
end of the country to the other on 
sugar. Now Mr, O’Connor quits, 
just when the board is seemingly 
about to do something, What is 
the conclusion? To a good many 
people the answer will appear to 
he that the board found that it 
was trying to regulate something 
it could not. regulate, and instead 


of giving up the job kept trying to | 


pretend that it was regulating it. 
Judge Robson, it will be recalled, 
said that he resigned because con- 
vinced that the board was impo- 
tent, 


Why impotent? If there is the 
amount of profiteering going on 
that the commissioners have been 
telling the public during the last 
few days there is certainly room 
for the profitable exercise of the 
vast powers that are supposed to 
have been vested in the board of 
commerce, Is it that the proseen- 
tions would’ involve so many 
thousands of dealers that tha 
board hesitates to bring a large 
section of the business community 
into court? Or have the sugar re- 
finers been pulling wires at Otta- 
wa to prevent the board getting 
the authority and the clerical as 
sistance if needed to make the ne- 
cessary investigations and carry 


If Parliament has any life or sense 
of responsibility these and other 
questions will be asked and press- 


ed until the answers are forth- 
coming. 

What is clear is that while the 
cost of living is going upward the 
board that is supposed to prevent 
improper boosting is going to 
pieces. That for one of two reasons. 
| Kither the situation is one that the 
| board cannot deal with, or one 
that it has not the courage to deal 
with. If the advance were not in 
large part known to be due to 
price-boosting the board would no 
doubt sit tight, draw:salary, and 
invite the thanks of the public for 
the impositions they were being 
|saved from. That is precisely what 
the board has been doing through 
a good part of its career. It has 
never produced resulis that were 
in visible proportion to the ex- 
pense and the pretense. While it 
has ‘‘gone after’’ the farmer be- 
cause he wanted more for milk 
when feed was scarce, and pillor- 
jied a few merchants here and 
there for gouging, it appears to 
have kept clear of the corporation 
headquarters with a deference 
that was both marked and remark- 
ed. Mr. O’Conner may, like Judge 
Robson, be leaving in disgust, but 
the record does not show that he is 
entitled to a martyr’s crown, 

In any case his departure leaves 
the board of commerce in a state 
{of collapse. What next? Will the 
vacancies be filled, or will the 
board be abolished and some other 
institution: set up in its place to 
engage public attention while ‘‘big 
business’’ rifles their pockets? 


Labormen ‘‘Declare War.’’ 

The American Federation of 
Labor drew the line when the 
‘red’? element demanded that, the 
delegates call upon the U.S. to re- 
cognize the Soviet Government, of 
Russia. Equally significant is the 
action of the building trades or- 
ganizations in the. Federation in 
deciding to ‘‘declare war’’ on the 
O.B.U. in Canada, especially Wes- 
tern Canada. The first step in the 
program of the radicals to wreck 
representative government on this 
continent is to wreck the labor or- 
ganizations. Unless they can do 
that they can get nowhere. In 
fighting for their lives the inter- 
national unions are fighting alsc 
for industrial order, the preserva: 
tion of private rights, the main 
tenance of free government, and 
the general well-being of society. 


A Bid For Pesce. 


The Minister of Finance has an- 
nounced a number of amendments 
to the new Federal tax scheme. A 
few commodities which were ap- 
parently over-looked in making up 
the lists for collection of sales 
faxes are added, and several sorts 
of foodstuffs excluded. The ex- 
emption limit is raised on certain 
articles of apparel and house furn- 
ishing; and on a number’ which 
| look suspiciously unlike. necessar- 
jies the tax is cut from twenty to 
ten per cent. The result will of 
course be a loss in revenue. That 
it will be accompanied by a corre- 
ponding shrinkage in publie anti- 
| pathy to the taxes is no doubt the 
| hope of the Minister, who must be 
wondering by this time how much 
of his tax scheme will be intact 
when the turmoil ends, The reduc- 
tions may be considered as conces- 
sions thrown out in hope of allay- 
ing the publie clamor, 


| Taking a Healthy Interest. 

If it was any part of Sir Henry 
| Drayton's purpose to stir up the 
| flagging public interst in the fin- 
'ancial operations of the Federal 
| Government he has surely succeed- 
ed beyond his wildest hopes. As a 
| provoker of attention the success 
of his tax scheme is attested by a 
chorus of protests that does credit 
|to the expressiveness of the Eng-

APPOINTMENT TO 
POLICE FORCB. 


Editor The Bulletin. 


Sir..—Would you permit me a few | 


lines in your paper to reply to a pas- 
sage dealing with polico ni.tters, in 
your Evening edition of the 16th inst. 
and signed “A Taxpayer.” 

Briefly, the circumstances of my 
case are as follows: 

I joined the City of Edmonton 
Polico Force in August of 1911—ser- 
ved two years as constable, and one 
year as sergeant, 

In September of 1914, I was re- 
leased—-No reason was given. 

I enlisted in November of 1914, in 
the 31st Batt., and served in France 
with that unit. ‘ 

Since my return from overseas, I 
have. been in charge of the ‘“Handi- 
cap Section” of the Dept. of Soldiers 
Ctvil Re-Establishment, but as, it is 
more than possible that this depart- 
ment will be demoblized, at an early 
date, I decided to apply for re-in- 
statement on the force.

Seals for instance were given a dozen 
names and terms, yet actually there 
was only ono seal, the rest being the 
imitation go closely prepared as to be 
almost undeterminable from the ori- 
ginal. 

These many terms coined to delude 
the purchasers, the speaker added, 
and also to meet the great demand of 
the public. 

Mr, Jaeger spoke of the fur trading 
indu wry as being one of the basic re- 
sourves of the country. The fur in- 
| dustry waa still in its infant stage and 
| while Edmonton was one of the larg- 
jest exporting centres of raw hides, 
|but little manufacturing was done 
jhere, It was a mistake that this city 
|should neglect an industry so !mport- 
jant but the speaker thought it only a 
matter of time before wholesale fur 
manufacturers would come here.
